fuſal=0therwiſe he may be ſubjected toa heavy fine,--When 4 perſon dies inteitate, 
the widow, or next of kin to the deceaſed, (if of age) ſhoulu wa. bin thirty days take 
out a letter of adminittration, or in writing decline the trutt, Guardrans mutt be 
appointed to minors before the eftate is diſtributed, and He fore the account of adminif. 
ops is allowed. When executors and adminittrators are prepared to exhibit their 
accounts of admini:tration to the Judge for allowance, they ſhould, invariably nog - 
fy the perſons intereſted therein, or their guardtatis, to be preſent in court at the 
examenation thereof: Unleſs the heirs and guar.fians wih previouſly examine the 
account to be exhibited, and will ceriify thereon, their approbation of it, This 
method may ſave much trouble and expenſe.
